SAYS HE KILLED 
TWELVE BOYS 


Brutal 
Confesses 


TALE 
PARTLY 
CONFIRMED 


Postal Card Told Buffalo Police Where 


Dismembered Body of One Victim 
Was Hidden. 


The dismembered corpse of seven- 
year-old Joseph Josephs, murdered by 
an unknown maniac, was taken from 
the vault of an outhouse in the rear 
of a saloon on the Ridge road at Lack­ 
awanna, N. Y. 


The body was found in sixteen 
parts, the skull being the last por ton 
recovered. The flesh had entirely'dis­ 
appeared from it. 


It does not appear that the body had 
been carved or chopped up, but that 
it had become dismembered in the 
twelve months it had lain in the slime 
of the outhouse, where it was cianv 
med by the murderer after he had 
first assaulted and then strangled tin* 
little Syrian lad. 


The Josephs boy had been missing 
for a year, and his body was found by 
means of postal cards written at in­ 
tervals to the Buffalo police and the 
newspapers. 
The last card desribed 
the spot where the body of the lad was 
buried. 


One of the postal cards written by 
the depraved 
murderer of the boy 
stated that he had killed twelve other 
boys. The police at first were not in 
clined to believe this, but Chief of 
Police Regan declared that after com­ 
munication with other 
cities 
from 
which postal cards had been mailed 
by the murderer that the boastful mur­ 
derer probably is telling the truth in 
regard to the number of crimes he has 
committed. 


Postal cards received from time to 
time since the disappearance of the 
Josephs boy were dated in Boston, 
New York, Washington and Philadel­ 
phia. 


Offers of rewards aggregating $1500 
failed to give any trace of the boy, 
but the postal cards telling of his 


material witness, was also discharged. 
Miss 
Myers, in company with her 
father, brother and J, Blair Dillard, 
her fiancee, left Trenton immediately 
In an automobile for Philadelphia. 


Spanish Premier Is Assassinated. 
Jose Canatejas y Mcndes, premier 
of Spain, and one .of the strongest 
characters in the Spanish government 
in recent years, was shot to death as 
he was about to eater the ministry of 
the interior to attend a meeting of the 
cabinet in Madrid. 


The assassination 
was committed 
by Manuel Pardinas Serrato Martin, 
twenty-eight years old, of El Grado, 


province of Huerca, who recently oame 
from Buenos Ayres, Argentine. 


He fired three bullets from a revolver 
into the premier’s head, and then, as 
he was arrested, turned the same wea­ 
pon upon himself and committed sui­ 
cide. 


Anarchistic literature was found on 
his clothing. 
Persons nearby whou 
the assassin shot Canalejas heard him 
say: “Thus I revengo my mastors.” 
From this it was deduced that he was 
a follower of Professor Francisco Fer­ 
rer, who was put to death several 
years ago following the suppression 
by the Canalejas government of the 
serious revolutionary outbreak at Bar­ 
celona. 


Canalejas was assassinated in the 
Puerta del Sol in front of a book stall 
near the entry to the ministry of the 
interior. The crime was witnessed by 
a large number of persons, but Mar­ 
tin acted so (fuiekly that the premier 
had fallen dead before any could go 
to his assistance. 


The assassin sprang forward from, 
the crowd as if to present a petition 
lo the prime minister. A handkerchief 
concealed the revolver he had drawn 
from his pocket. As Canalejas turned 
his head Martin rapidly 
fired 
four 
shots. 
The first shot struck the pre­ 
mier behind the right ear, and as he 
fell two others struck him. The fourth 
bullet went wild. ’ 


Bystanders seized the assassin and 
handed him over to the police. It was 
then that ho shot himself.

For a time these cards were ignoied 
by the police, but when last Friday 
one was received describing the exact 
spot where the body was buried the 
police and medical examiners b£gan 
an investigation, which resulted in the 
finding of the body, piece by piece. 
The last part found was the head. 


Immediately after the body was tirr 
earthed the police appealed to the 
postal inspectors to try and trace the 
writer of the cards. 


The murderer writes that he is a 
thirty-second degree Mason, and de* 
clares that on Wednesday he will re­ 
turn to Buffalo and give himself up 
to the police. This, it is thought, Is 
merely a blind to forestall a search 
for him. 


Declaring that two other boys were 
attacked by him, the writer gives the 
places where the attacks occurred, 
and in one instance, that of a news­ 
boy stationed at an outlying street 
car transfer 
point, the police have 
verified this statement. 


Since 
the 
finding of the Josephs 
boy's body the police are looking up 
records of children’s disappearances 
within the last eighteen months and 
find that seven, all boys under ten 
years, have disappeared and have not 
since been heard from. 


Girl Kills Her Mother on Train. 
Mrs. J. Rappe Myers, wife of the 
proprietor of the Rappe hotel, Greens- 
burg, Pa., was shot by her daughter, 
Gladys E. Myers, in mistake for a 
burglar in a sleeping car on a Penn­ 
sylvania railroad train, bound for New 
York. 


Mrs, Myers died a short time later 
in a Trenton, N. J., hospital. 
The 
shooting took place when the tram 
was passing Croyden, near Bristol, Pa. 


Miss Meyers and W. R. Cuthbert, 
sixty years old, of Lynchburg, Va., 
were arrested by the Trenton police. 
It was thought at first that Cuthbert 
was concerned in some way with the 
shooting, as he was found with Miss 
Myers a few seconds ^fter the sound 
of the shot aroused the other passen­ 
gers in the car and brought the por­ 
ter and conductor. Later he explained 
mat he had been standing on the front 
platform of the car next in the rear, 
und had run in when he heard the 
thot. 


After the details of the shooting be­ 
came known Miss Myers was released 
from custody. The police decided that 
the shooting was an accident and the 
district attorney decided to drop the 
case. There will be no coroner’s in­ 
quest.

Mr. McClung handed his resignation 
to the president at a conference at the 
White House, and its acceptance was 
announced by the president from the 
executive offices, with the explanation 
that Mr. McClung had resigned volun­ 
tarily. 


It is believed that Carmi Thompson, 
now private secretary to the presi­ 
dent, will succeed McClung and that 
Charles D. Hilles, Republican national 
chairman, will resume his old position 
as secrotary to the president. 


Mr. McClung’s resignation becomes 
effective as soon as his successor is 
appointed. He declined to discuss his 
retirement in any way, but it was ru­ 
mored that his resignation came as 
the result of continued friction with 
Secretary MacVeagh.

A 3000-pound chandelier in the hall 
of tho house of representatives at Ii • 
risburg, Pa., fell twenty feet, but a: i 
little damage, as the fioor of the lag 
room is made of heavy concrete. 


The chandelier was being taken down 
because it obstructed the view of the 
Abey paintings. It is to be stored away 
in the cellar, notwithstanding-the fact 
that it cost the state about $15,000.

The Jacobshaven glacier in Green­ 
land has retreated four miles since 
the year 1860, and the East glacier in 
Spitzbergen is more than a mile away 
from its old terminal moraine. 


In Scandinavia the snow line is far­ 
ther up the mountains, and the gla­ 
ciers have withdrawn 3,000 feet from 
the lowlands In a century. 
In the 
EGastern Alps and one or two other 
small districts the glaciers arc grow­ 
ing.—Harper’s Weekly.

As a means of increasing the longi­

The construction of the 
Bides of the ship with these corruga­ 
tions is rather an addition than a 
vital alteration of the main structural 
system, and it can be supplied to any 
type of steamship.

Latest to Be Recorded la an Attempt 
to Purloin the Now Disused Dia­ 
dem That Once Belonged 
to Brazil’s Ruler.

Always running, always breath­ 
less, always in a hurry--and always 
willing to pass two hours and three- 
quarters watching a stray cat have a 
fit with every circumstance of osten­ 
tatious publicity.

est buildings, overturning an inno- 
cent squad of crap shooting messen­ 
gers as he did so.

Tho servlcos of the po- 
lico and of private detective agencies 
had been called into action by the 
royal occupants of the chateau, but 
without avail. 


On August 17 a large dinned party 
was in progress at tho Chateau d’Eu, 
when suddenly the dogs outside began 
to bark violently 
Prince Louis of 
Orleaps Braganza, taking it for grant­ 
ed that some thief wan again about— 
the guests at the table had just been 
discussing the robbery of June 12— 
jumped from his chair, and, running 
through the gunroom, seized a rifle, 
which ho did not even take timo to 
load, and rushed into tho grounds. In 
a few minutes he found, held at bay 
uy the dogs In a thicket, a man at 
whom ho pointed his gun. Tho fel­ 
low offered no resistance, although on 
being seized and searched by the peo­ 
ple who rushed out aftor the prince 
it was found that the intruder was 
armed with two revolvers and a long 
knife, while in his waistcoat pocket 
wore the threo diamonds missing from 
the crown and ono of the rings.

Attention has thus been drawn to 
the owner of the endangered imperial 
gems, namely, the Countess d’Eu. ex- 
Crown Princess of Brazil, and only 
child of the late Dom Pedro, Brazil a 
last emperor, who was dethroned in 
1SS9.

Sixty-six years old, very tall and im­ 
posing, with large, bright 
eyes and 
most unaffected in manner, the ex 
crown princess has inherited much of 
her 
father’s 
looks 
and 
character. 
Like him, she lives a life of mingled 
stateliness and simplicity. 
Born at 
Rio do Janeiro and married there in 
1SG4 to Princo Gaston, son 
of the 
late Due de Nemours and grandson of 
King Louis Philippe of France, she re­ 
peatedly acted as regeni of 
Brazil 
during her father’s absence In Europo 
and the United States, and it was as 
such that it fell to her lot to sign 
the decree abolishing for all timo ne­ 
gro slavery iu his dominions.

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Postal Card Told Buffalo Police Where 


Dismembered Body of One Victim 


Was Hidden. 


The dismembered corpse of seven- 
year-old Joseph Josephs, murdered by 
on unknown maniac., was taken from 
the vault of an outhouse in the rear 
of a saloon on the Ridge road at Lack- 
awanna, N. Y. 


The 
body 
was 
found 
in 
sixteeu 
parts, the skull being the last por ton 
recovered. 
The flesh had entirely dis- 
appeared from i t 


It does not appear that the body had 
been carved or chopped up. but that 
it had 
become dismembered 
in 
the 
twelve months it had lain in the slime 
of the outhouse, where it was ciain- 
med by the murderer after he had 
first assaulted and then strangled tha 
little Syrian lad. 


The Josephs boy had been missin.^ 
for a year, and his body was found by 
means of postal cards written at in- 
tervals to the Buffalo police and the 
newspapers. 
The last card desribed 
the spot where the body of the lad was 
buried. 


One of the postal cards written by 
the depraved 
murderer of the boy 
stated that he liad killed twelve other 
boys. The police at first were not in 
dined 
to believe this, but Chief of 
Police Regan declared that after com- 
munication 
with other 
cities 
from 
which postal cards had been mailed 
by the murderer that the boastful mur- 
derer probably is telling the truth in 
regard to the number of crimes he has 
committed. 


Postal cards received from time to 
time since the disappearance of the 
Josephs boy were dated 
in 
Boston» 
New York, Washington and Philadel- 
phia. 


Offers of rewards aggregating $1500 
failed to give any trace of the boy, 
but 
the postal cards 
telling of 
his 
death appeared quite regularly at po-. 
lice headquarters, at the home of his 
parents and at the business house of 
the boy's fother, who is a 
wealthy 
Syr4an merchant. 


For a time these cards were ignoied 
by the police, but when last Friday 
one was received describing the exact 
spot where the body was buried the 
police and medical examiners bégan 
an investigation, which re.sulted in the 
finding 
of the body, piece by piece. 
The last part found was the head. 


Immediately after the body was nrr- 
earthed 
the 
police appealed 
to 
the 
postal inspectors to try and trace the 
writer of the cards. 


The murderer writes that he is a 
thirty-second 
dec;ree Masun, and de- 
clares that on Wei3nesday he will re- 
turn to Buffalo and give himself 
up 
to the police. This, it is thought, is 
merely a blind to forestall a search 
for him. 


Declaring tliat two other boys wero 
attacked by him. the writer gives the 
places where 
the 
attacks 
occurred, 
and In one instance, that of a news- 
boy stationed 
at an outlying 
street 
car transfer 
point, the police have 
verified this statement. 


Since 
the 
finding 
of the Josephs 
boy's body the police are looking up 
records 
of children's 
disappearances 
within the last eighteen months and 
find 
that seven, all boys under 
ten 
years, have disappeared and have not 
since been heard from. 


Spanish Premier Is Assassinated. 
Jose Canalejas y Mondes, 
premier 
of Spain, aiid one pf the 
strnniirBt 
characters in the Spanish government 
in recent years, was shot to death aa 
he was about to o^ter the ministry of 
the interior to attond a meeting of the 
cabinet In Madrid. 


The asanssination 
was 
committed 
by Manuel Pardlnas Serrato 
Martin, 
twenty-eight years old, of El Grado. 


province of Huerca, who recently came 
from Buenos Ayres, Argentine. 


He fired tlireo bullets from a revolver 
into the premier's head, and then, as 
he was arrested, turned the same wea- 
pon upon himself and committed sui- 
cide. 


Anarchistic literature was found on 
his clothing. 
Persons nearby 
when 
the assassin shot Canalejas heard him 
say; 
"Thus I revenge my masters." 
From this it was deduced that he was 
a follower of Professor Francisco Fer- 
rer. who was 
put to death 
several 
years ago following tlie 
suppression 
by the Canalejas government 
of the 
serious revolutionary outbreak at Bar- 
celona. 


Canalejas was assassinated In the 
Puerta del Sol in front of a book stall 
near the entry to the ministry of the 
Interior. The crime was witnessed by 
a large number of persons, but Mar- 
tin Hinted so (fulckly that the premier 
had fallen dead before any could go 
to his assistance. 


The assassin sprang forward from, 
the crowd as if to present a petition 
lo the prime minister. A handkerchlet 
concealed the revolver he had drawn 
from his pocket. As Canalejas turned 
his head Martin rapidly 
fired 
four 
shots. 
The first shot struck the pre- 
mier behind the right ear, and as he 
fell two others struck him. The fourth 
bullet went wild. ' 


Bystanders seized the assassin and 
handed him over to the police. It was 
then that ho shot himself. 


Girl Kills Her Mother on Train. 
Mrs. J. Rappe Myers, wife of the 
proprietor of the Rappe hotel, Greens- 
burg, Pa., was shot by her daughter, 
Gladys E. Myers, in mistake for a 
burglar in a sleeping car on a P^nn 
sylvanla railroad train, bound for New 
York. 


Mrs. Myers died a short time later 
in a Trenton, N. J., hospital. 
The 
shooting took place when the tram 
was passing Croyden, near Bristol, Pa. 


Miss Meyers and W. R. Cuthbert, 
giity years old, of Lynchburg, 
Va., 
were arrested by the Trenton police. 
It was thought at first that Cuthbert 
was concerned in some way with the 
shooting, as he was found with Mi»» 
Myers a few seconds p^fter the sound 
of the shot aroused the other passen- 
gers In the car and brought the por- 
ter and conductor. Later he explained 
/hat he had been standing on the front 
platform of the car next In the rear, 
tnd had run in when he heard 
the 


%hot. 


After the details of the shooting be- 
came known Miss Myers was released 
from custody. The police decided that 
the shooting was an accident and the 
district attorney decided to drop the 
case. There will be no coroner's in- 
quest.

Mr. McClung handed his resignation 
to the president at a conference at the 
White House, and its acceptance was 
announced by the president from the 
executive ofilces, with the explanation 
that Mr. McClung had resigned volun- 
tarily. 


It is believed that Carml Thompson, 
now private secretary to the 
presi- 
dent, will succeed McClung and that 
Charles D. Hllles, Republican national 
chairman, will resume his old position 
as secretary to the president. 


Mr. McClung's resignation 
becomes 
effective as soon as his successor is 
appointed. He declined to discuss his 
retirement in any way. but it was rn 
mored that his resignation came 
as 
the result of continued friction with 
Secretary MacVeagh.

Postmaster Hostetter Dead 


Postmaster Aaron Hostetter died sud 
denly at his homo in Hanover at 9 o*clock 
R. m, Thursday from acute dilation of the 
heart. 
His ago was 4G years, 5 months 
and 19 days. 
For several days Mr* Bern 
tetter complained of feeling unwell, but 
was about Wednesday as usual, and ap^nt 
the evening in York, 
Thursday morning 
he did not get up as usual, and his wife, 
noting his serious condition, »ont for the 
family physician, Dr. R. N. Meisonheld 
er, who, with his son, Dr. John E. Meis 
enholder, arrived soon after. They found 
the sick man almost pulseless, and in a 
few minutes death ensueil. The deceased 
a son of the late Abraham and Mary Hos- 
tetter, was born on the homestead farm in 
Union cownship, Adams county, near 
Hostetter's meeting house. 
After com- 
pleting his education, he went to Hano- 
ver in 1874, and served as clerk in the 
bank of the Hanover Saving Fund Socie- 
ty. 
Three years later he entered into 
partnership with his brother, the late 
Emanuel H. Hostetter, in the dry goods 
business. 
Subsequently, ho became a 
meml>er of a firm who manufactured chil- 
dren's shoes, which business was after- 
wards absorbed by the Hanover Shoe Co 
Later he became interested in the produce 
business and in 1000 organized the Hano- 
ver Produce Company, and also operated 
creiimeries in different parts of this coun- 
ty, as well as York county. 
For several 
years this company also owned and oper- 
ated the warehouse on Hanover street, 
this place. 


Mr. Hostetter was elected a member of 
the State Legislature in 1904, and resign- 
ed April 20, 1W6, to accept the appoint- 
ment of postmaster. 
He was reappointed 
February 19, 1909, and his tern^ would 
have expired next February. 
Besides a 
widow and two children, he is survived 
by a brother, Jacob H. Hostetter; a sister, 
Mrs. Harry B. Bair, and a step sister, 
Mrs. Samuel L. Witmer, all of Hanover. 
The deceased was a member of Patmos
